LABOUR.

Sir Hiram Maxim, in a paper on “ The 
Chinese und tho South African “Labour 
Question,” appears in o new rile ap 
humonrist :— ; 

Tho American working mon of tho imported 
variety are fair-minded and noble fellows, and 
believe in giving everyone a foir chance, 
not oven ‘excepting tho heathen Chinee. 
They songht ont. those misguided China- 
men and attempted to reason with them. 
They pointed’ out tho error of their ways, 
and did ali they could to reform and 
civilise the poor heathen, and to impress upon 
him the principles and practices of the 
white workers, but all to no purpose; tho 
misguided hoathen still worked onlike amachine; 
he wonld not even slow up. Then, again, the 
Chineso were not eatistied with doing twice as 
much as they’ should oh week days, Many of 
them, who wore profitably omployed six days.in 
the week, acquired small plots of land which 
they caltivated on nights and on Sundays, and 
no matter how poor tho land might be, thoy 
made it produce amazing crops. It was 
like magio; they got about ten times as 
much out of the Iand as ever had been 
done befors. This magio system of market 
gardoning did not appear a square deal to 
the white workers—it gave-the Chinese a great 
advantage over tho local gardenor, which was 
very exasperating, Mobs were organised, and 
many cf the little heathen farms wero des- 
trogad. But there soemed to be no ehd to the 
iniquity of these degraded heathens, for no 
sooner did. they find their plants destroyed, 
than they went fishing on Sunday, and managed 
to'catch as many-tish’in one day os the local 
fishermen could catch in a week, ‘It sometimes 
occurred that o white man had trouble with his 
imported white servauts, and cases are known 
whore four have been discharged from a single 


+ nonsehold, nnd one Chinaman hired in their plac, 


who at once becsme cook, chambermaid, butler 
and gardener, besides doing the family washing, 
pnd even then he complained. of ennui, as he 
had not: sufficient work to keep him going—- 
yoor fellow,! As San Francisco increased in 
wealth and populstion, there arose a demand 


‘for “ biled shirts”; then it was found thet the 


Chinaman was the best “ washerwoman” in 
the world; another nail in his coffin. .The 
fect is, there appeared: to be no end = or 
limit to the, “cussedness” of this tenighted 
hoathen. He could work at any tiade, do apy, 
thing, and do it well. The profestional labour 
ogitator and the walking delegate employed 
interpreters, and did. all they could’ to make 


| the heathen see the orror of hie ways, but etily 


to no purpose; he persisted in his evil woys and 
refused to reform, Then the eight-hour more- 
ment came, and the white men attempted to 
get the heathoa to join them in an effort to got 
an eight-hour dey. ‘The reply they got was — 
“Wo slready got him; we got him iwo times, 
topaide now. ‘Wo workeo, workes eight hours, 
two times ono dey; bery good pidgin, much 
monoy; topside now.” The pvor, misguided 
“heathen was satisfied with an cight-bour aey 
that called foreight hours in tho forenoon and

THE GOLD PROFITS TAX IN THE 
: TRANSVAAL, . 

The following are the terms of the settlement 
arrived at between the Colonia] Treasuror and 
the Chamber of Mines with regard to the tax on 
gold profits:—Accounts are to bo rendered 
withont three months from tho date on which 
they aremade up. The expenses of shaft sink- 
or equipment are admissible for amortisation 
irxospective of the question whether the outlay is 
from. capitol, reserve, or current revenue. Devo- 
lopment outluy is {o be omitted from the atate- 
ment. In regard to capital expenditure for 
further development the ontlay will ‘be treated 
as working cost for calculating the yearly duty. 
Shaft sinking {o the point.whére driving 
commene.s will bo treated os capital expendi- 
ture and not os development, The life of a 
mine. will be computed on tho basis of existing 
stamping power and tho tonnage of payablo ora 
remaining to be worked at that date, The 
taxation on the fift of » mine will be subject to 
revision if material alterations in the data of 
computation ocent, ‘The deduction for amorti- 
sation will be calculated for the life of the mine, 
and is to be proportioned to ovory ‘normal work- 
ing year. When the profit is lens than the yearly 
allowance for amortisation both sums. will be 
carried forward to the succeeding year. ‘Tho: 
question. of the expenditure incurred by tho 
mines daring the war is still under the consider- 
ation of tho (Government. 


THK GRUB AND THE BUTTERFLY. 
In tho Jast sentences of the’ series of lectures 
on “Insect Contrivances,* which Professor 
Mioll brought to anend last month at the“Royal 
Anstitntion, ho gave. some advice to intending 
entomologists. It was not to make collections, 
or lists of local species—these things had already 
Jheon done, and thoroughly donc—but to study 
the life histories of insects, whioh, ospocially in 
the case of the dipterd, were still very much to 
geek. He edded the conosel, which the i!lumin- 
ting charm of his own methods of imparting 
information entitled him to offer, though few 
would be ablo to emulate him in accepting it, 
that the -young eptomologist should not be’ 
content with facts, but sbonld make them 
the besis of .reflections. That is Professor 
Miall’s own way. Starting Zrom a carofal 
description of the way in which the wings 
and embryonic legs and the more complex 
organs of tho coming. batterfly are packed 
away in the caterpillar; and. how, beginning 
in the larsal stoge,. they are developed in the 
pupel stage, and bozst adait and. complete into 
the last stago of their existence—he answered 
the questions which nearly everyone hog gome- 
times ssked—why is it that the grub turns into 
the butterfly, aud how did Nature develop these 
changes ?, The reason why the grub in the last 
‘stage~of its existence acquires wings und. be- 
éormes 0 butterily is in order that it may lay ite 
eggs in: now sites. ‘That it moy do this it | 
requires wings,. With its change of habit, its: 
mobility, comes the nocd for more highly-deve- 
‘Jopod eenses, for a new digestive organisation ; 
and thereforea complete reconstraction is neces: 
sary between. the lirval or grub. siege and tho 
butterfly or imago siage. Hence, there is need 
for a’resting stage during which this recoustrue-
